Hundreds of People Killed by
an Earthquake In Jtaly.

Penslon Roll Statistics — Rald on 1
Lottery—Russlan Officers Cashiered
Clerks Signed Notes For Millions
New G. A, R. Officers—President Re
moves Palmer,

All Italy is suffering from terrihle
depression because of the news fromn
the south where one of the waors
earthquakes ever experienced occurred
Friday. :

Although the earthquake was fell
all over Calabria und to a certaln ex
tent In Siclly, the worst news comes
from Plzzo and Monteleone and from
18 vlllages which are sald to have beep
completely destroyed,

According to the Intest news re
celved GO0 persons have been  kllled
and a great number injured. It 1s as
yet fmpossible to even estimute the
property losses,

The shock was felt at 2:56 o m.,
lasting for 18 seconds at Cntanzaro
and soon thereafter was felt at Mes
sina, Regglo, Monteleone, Ma.tirano,
Stefaconin, Piscople, Triparnl, Zam
maro, Cessanltl, Malda, Olvidl and
other polnts.

Seenes of Indeseribable terror en
sued. Women arose from thelr gleep
and rushed half clothoed into the
streels screaming with fear, carrying
thelr bables and drageing along thelr
other children and ealllng on the Ma-
donna and the salnts for help. The
men escaped Into the open with their
familles, calling on thelr favorlte
salnts for protection,

The earthouake centered in Cala-
bria, destroying over 25 villages leav
ing thousands absolutely destltute,
killing upwards of 400 and wounding
nedrly 600,

The anclent ernter on the feland ot
Stromboll Is agaln In actlve ecrup-
tion, throwing out Iava and sfunes,
and the population of the islucd s
floelng,

Maximum of Penslon Rell,

The U. 8. penslon roll reached the
maximum number 1o (s history, 1,004 -
196, on January 21 last. The roll
pusged the milllon mark last Septem-
ber. The decline began  February
1 and by May had dropped below the
milllon mark,

These facts are developed in a syn-
opels of the annual report of Penslon
Commigsloner Warner for the fiscal
year ending June 30 last. At the end
of the year the number of pensioners
had declined to 908,441 a net decrease
of 3,670.

Durlng the year the burean [ssued
185,242 penslon certificates, over 50,
000 being orlginals.

The annnal value of the pension roll
on June 30, 1005 was $106.745.205 By
the term “annual valoe" Is meant the
amount of money requlred to pay the
pensioners then on the roll for one
year,

During the year 43,883 pensioners
wore dropped by reason of death,
30,324 Dbelng survivors of the Clvil
war,

On June 30, 1905, the roll contained
the names of 084,808 survivors of the
elvil war, a decrease of over 6,000 from
the previous year,

The total number of claims allowed,
original and Increase, under order No,
78, known as “the age order,” sinee
that order went Into effect, April 18,
1904, up to June 1905, was 065,612,

Raid on a Canadian Lottery.

The Canadian Royal Art Musenm at
Fort Brie, opposite Buffalo, was closed
by the Capadian polioe Wednesday.
Although the Institution Is Incorporat-
ed under the laws of the Dominion of
Catnada, the Camadian police say It is
a lottery, and turned what was to have
been a drawing of prizes into a blg
gurprise In the way of g rald, Three
Buffalonians were arrested,. More are
sild to be interested in the Instiiu-
tion,

The art museum bullding contalns a
few pictures, and the grounds are
marked by a few remnants of the
statuary left over from the Pan-
American exposition,

Willlam Hunt, charged with belng
the prineipal in the lottery scheme,
pleaded  gullty  before Magistrate
Crulkshank at Niagara Falls, Ont,
and was fined $1,000. James Morris
of Buffalo, the chief assistant, pleadod
gullty and was fined $500. John
Wright and C. B, Harris were engaged
In the same capacity, and ench plended
guilty and was fined $100. Each of
the prisoners was also fined the costs
o prosecution,

These pleas of gullty were all made
upon the ndviee of king's counsoel, [lon
W, H, German, who appedared for the
prisoners. He saw that the evidence
wns conclusive, nnd that convictions
were sure to follow a irinl,

Retaliatory Duties Abolished.

Al the conference on Saturdny n'ght
betweer  Prosldent  Roosevell  and
the Russlan peace pleniputentinries
Mr. Witte by direction of the
Emperor of Russin presented to the
president the following ecommunica.
tlon:

“Some years ago In conscquence af
n misunderstanding in the interpreta-
tion of the most favored nation clanse,
therg were established in Ruselz on
govedal articles of American produe-
tion austoms duties on 1 higher seale
thun those levied on sume artleles
when lmported from olher conntries,

“His majesty, the Emperor of Itus.
sl, has commanded me to Inform the
president of tha [nited States thit he
bus boen pleased to order the discon

tinuance of the levying of such higher

duties on Amerlean products In order
that henceforth the American manu.
fucturers ghould pay the same dutles
as importers from other countries.”

Butchery and Incendiarism In Russia.

The situstion ut Baku, in  Russian
Cnucasus, could hardly be worse,

The terror-stricken Inhabitants are
fleeing from the clly knowing that the
garrison s inndequate to protect them,
and although the worst scenes of fire
and massacre have not yet occurred
in Baku itself none dares think how
for the excesses may proceed.

The entire ofl and commerelal quar.
ters of Balakhan, Sabunto and No-
manl Bave been wiped ont by fire, and
the inhabitants premuining behind
were magsacred and thrown Into the
flames. Biblebat econtinues to burn
und I8 threatoned with the same fate
L8 Balakhan, '

Martinl law has been prochimed
at Baku. Nobody is allowed on the
streets after 8 p, m. and Inhabitants of
houses nre held strietly respongible
for ghots fired from them:. Artillery
wits employved agalnst one house from
which shots were fired. The walls
waore breached, the house wng stormed
and all the people Inside were Killed.
There {8 a geneéral panie.

Officers Who Surrendered Cashlered.

An 1mperinl order has been issued
at St. Petersburg dismissing Rear Ad-
miral Nebogatoff and the captains of
the battleship Nicolal I (now the Iki)
and the crulsers Admiral Senlavin
(now the Minoghima) and General Ad-
miral Apraxine (now the Okinoshima)
which were surrendered to the Japa-
nese In the battle of the Sea of Japan.
All four officers, besldes belng de-
prived of thelr rank, are lHable to pun-
{shment under the provisions of the
nayal code. The emperor has ordered
all other officers who surrendered
thelr vessels to be tried on thele re
turn to Russia,

20 Employes Blown to Pleces.

The Rand Powder Mills at Ialr
Chanee, pear Connellsville, Pa., biew
up at § o'clock Saturday morning.
Twenty employes of the plant were
killed, Hterally blown to pleces, and
the 10 bulldings of the powder mill
were torn to sticks and splinters,

The explosion was the third at the
Rand plant within two years. Three
men were killed in the first and 10
were Injured In the second, which
was comparatively slight.

The scene of the complete devasta-
tlon In the vielnity of the site of the
Rund Powder works beggars descrip.
tlon. Men were at work BSundny
ploughing over and dlzging in the Je-
bris In the hope of finding more bodles,
but only an arm, shoulder, foot ar por-
tlon of charred bone could be found
now and then and It is likely that tne
bodies of slx missing will never be
{dentified.

Clerks Signed Big Notes,

The last session of the New York
legisiative  life  insurance investl
gating committee wing  devoted ex-
cluslvely to the affalrs of the New
York Life Insurance company and a
searching examination was made of
its officers who appeared on the stnnd.

The line of inquiry extended through
all the detalls of the company’s par
tleipation  fn  varlous underwriting
syndleates for rallroad securitles, the
New York Life's connection with
trust companies and finally developed
the fact that It was not an unusual
thing for clerks or messengers in the
employ of the company with salaries
as low as $5600 o year to sign notes for
milllons of dollars to be used by the
company in relleving its books of unde-
sirable securities,

New G. A. R. Officers.

The 39th annual national encamp-
ment of the G. A. R, at Denver, Col,
elected officers as follows:

Commander in chief, James Tanner,
New York; senlor vice commander in
chlef, George W. Cook Denver; junlor
vice commander in chief, Silas Towler,
Minneapolls; surgeon general, Hugo
Phlller, Waukesha, Wis; chaplein in
chlef, Father J. G. Leary, Chaplan,
Kan, Minneapolls wag chosen as the
meeting place for 1906,

The contest for commander in chlef
was Interesting. Beslde Corporal Tan-
ner, B, B. Brown of Ohlo, Charles Bur-
rows of New Jersey and Charles G.
Burton of Missourl were nomianted.
The total vote for Tanner was 447,

15,000 Veterans In Line.

It took the G. A, R. parade at Den-
ver, Col,, three hours and five min-
utes to pnss the grand stand in front
of which was the reviewlng stand. On
the Intter stand stood the national offl-
cers of the Grand Army and distine
gulshed guests and In the grand stand
sat hundreds of spectators, It wus
estimated that 15,000 members of the
G. A. R. were in the parade.

President Removes Public Printer,

Prestdent Roosevelt has taken snm-
mary action in the ease of Frank W,
Palmer, publie printer and head of the
government prinfing offce at Wash-
fngton, by removing him from office
and directing him to turn over the gov-
ernment printing  offlee o Foreman
Ricketts, whom he has designated as
acting public printer.

CARDROPPEDTOSTREET

From the Ninth Avenue Ele:
vated Railroad,

Twelve People Killed—Over 40 Peopl
Injured, Many of Them Seriously
Heavy Trucks of Another Car Fel
on Struggling Mass of Humanity
Two Pedestrians Killed,

New York, Sept. 12,—The death lsi
of yesterday ‘s frightful accldent on the
Ninth avenue elevated rellrond when
4 car crowded with early morniug
workers on their way down town piteh
ed headlong Into the street stands al
12,

Three men are in hospltals with
fractured skulls. One of these who as
yvet remaing unidentified at Roosevall
hospital Is unconsclous and not ex
pected to live long. More than twe
‘score of persons were lnjured, many
of them serfously.

The cause of the accldent and the
Immediate responsibllity remain to be
settled. The motorman of the wreck
¢d traln 1s a fugltive, while a switch
man, conductor and four guards aré
under arrest. The switchman I8
charged with manslaughter and the
tralnmen are held as witnesses, Coro
ner Scholer who has undertaken the
work of fixing the blame for the wreck
announced that the switchman's bond
has been placed at $56,000 and those
of the witnesses at $100 each,

Whatever may have eaused the mis
take, the accldent, the worst in tie
history of overhead rallroads In New
York, came when a southbound trais
on the Ninth avenue line was switched
off to the Sixth avenue line at the
63rd street junction. The motorman
expecting a clear track on the direci
line of Ninth avenue, or disregarding
the warning slgaal that the switeh was
open, rushed his train along at a high
rate of speed.

Car Pitched Into the Strees

The first car swung around the righi
angle curve, holding to the rails bhe
cause of the welght of the train be
hind. Then the strain became toc
great. The couplings broke, the sec
ond ear was whirled about almost enc
for end and to the horror of thoge wht
looked on from below, pitched into the
street,

The first indleation persons on the
sidewalk had that an accldent was oc
curring was an unusually loud rurb
ling along the overhead structure
Looklng up they saw a shower ol
sparks, then followed splinters anc
sound of splittingtimbers  Suddenly the
outer guard rail of the rallroad struc
ture gave way,

There was suddenly 4 raln of human
bodies and with a deafening crast
the heavy car fell to the street. For
an Instant the vehicle stood fairly on
end. Then the sldes gave way as b
they were made of pae eboard, bLeleh
fng out a mass of humanity.

Those passengers who had not fump
ed from platforms und windows befors
the plunge came were thrown into &
mass at the forward end of the car.

As the Injured men and women were
struggling to free themselves the
heavy front trucks of the third car on
the traln were hurled almost In thel:
midst, as the car itself jumped partly
off ths elevated structure and was
wedged agalnst a bullding at the south
east corner of Ninth avenue and 5&rd
street,

The scemes following the aceident
were typlcal of all such catastrophes
Huge crowds were soon on the ground
and the first work of hastily summoned
pollee reserves was directed to elear
ing a way for the effective rescus ol
pent-up passengers remalning In the
undemolished portlon of the ear
Every ambulance In Manhattan was
called and the Injured and dead wors
hurrled away as soon as they could he
freed from the wreckage or plcked up
feom where they had fallen,

Pedestrians Buried In Wreckage.

Three alarms of fire brought many
engines to the seene. A slight fire
cnused by burning Insulation  was
puickly extinguished and the firemen
get to work chopping out the dead and
Injured. The task was not an oasy
one, for the heavy ear in falling had al
most completely burled pedestrinu
In its wrecknge. At least one thus
wns killed outright, while the mosi
seilously injured Is Polleeman Henry
Altkens, who was standing dirostly
under the spot where the aceident oo
ourred.

Elght pergons were doad when taken
out of the wreck and four dled later
at hospltals,

eated and leg crushed; Willam T.
Niebher, skull fractured; Henrlotla
Osterlin, arm fractured; Seymour
Rawe, skull fractured; Thomas Swan,
arm fractured; Fred Wister, both arms
fractured; unldentified man, fractured
gkull, unconsclous, at Roosevelt hos-
pital,

Before the great crowds collected
by the news of the wreck could be
cleared away the police were com-
pelled to use thelr heavy night sticks
on & number of men who were attemypl-
Ing to snatch jewelry or other val-
uables from the dead. The oficers had
no time to make arrests, contenting
themselves with drubbing the mis
creante as heavily as they could,

Coroner Scholer ordered the arrest
of ell those Immedintely concerned,
Search was at once made for the mo-
torman, Paul Kelly, who securcd a
position on the elevated llnes alx
ponths ago, He came here from St
Louls. Kelly could not be found and
Is still mizsing, although It was stated
he had spent the afternoon at the house
of a friend.

Tha switchman In the tower at
Ninth avenue and 53rd street, Comel
lug A, Jackson, was first arrested.
Then Conductor J. W. Johnson and
Guards Timothy Higginson, J. McDav-
itt, W. L. Berry and B, Clark were tak.
en Into custody, At a prellminary
hearing all the men walved examina-
tion,

Two verslons of the eause of the
wreck were told to the coroner, one of
these was that the switchman had set
the tracks for a Sixth avenue train
and when he saw his mistake had at.
tempted to rectify It while the traln
was on the curve, the change throwlig
the second, third and fourth cars off
the track.

The switchman, however, declared
the wrecked traln had Sixth avenue
signals set and he expected It to slow
down to take the curve, Instead it
maintained the speed usual with Ninth
avenue tralng on the direct line,

The curve at G3rd street Is a sharp
one and I8 practieally unhanked ac-
oording to statements made. It |5 In.
ténded to be taken slowly and s not
constructed for n higher rate of speed
than six mliles an hour.

Conductor Johnson made a detailed
statement to Police Inspector Flood.
He sald: ‘1 was on the first platform
of the second ear. We had just left
Gith street nnd were golug at a fast
rate of speed, ns it Is & long run to
G0th street. The car was pretty well
erowded. There were a number of
men on the platforms and In the alsle
of the second car there were a number
of ghop girls who were langhing and
joking,

"When we reached the curve the
first car went on and the second and
third cars went together llke a jack-
knife, sticking right up in the air and
practically closing against each olher.
In consequence, from where I wns on
the front plaiform of the second car
at the start, | was dropped to the rear
platform of the first car. Then the
second car dropped to the street, |
held onto the fron rall like death and
wius strulght up In the alr.
girls and women climbing over the
seats of the car that they might es
cape.

“Belng an old rallroader, 1 pulled
out my watch and looked at 1. It
was exactly 7:06 a. m. The signals
were set wrong. That was the tronble.
They were set green and  yellow,
which was for a Sixth avenue train
[ think that both motorman and switch.
man are equally to blame."”

Fewer Births Than Deaths In City.

Plrtsburg, Sept. 11.—A table of the
births und denths In Pittsburg during
the last 14 vears, prepared by City
Physleinn Dooth, shows a startling de
erease In the number of births, not
withstanding o lurge Incrense in popu
lation., In 1801 there wore 7,067
BLirths, the rate per thousand being
28.681. In the same year thers were
5,832 deaths, the rite per thousand be
fng 28.61. In 1904 the birth rate was
only 21.74, while the death rate wae
10.70

The figures for the firat thrée monthy
of this vear are surprising. In 18061
the excess of births over deaths was

236, The figures for this yeur Indl
ecite that thore were 23 fewer births
than deiaths,
